The IV-ople- of Nashville in lft44. 
For more than thirty years prior to ibis war, 
a party existed in ccnatu Southern Slates 

whose obj-ct was to destroy the Union. Dur- 
ing all that time the leaders of that party lab- 
bored assiduously to estrange the Southern 
heart from the General Government, and, at 
different periods, concocted different pretexts 
under which to execute their wicked pro- 
gramme. They persistently usad every appli- 
ance that premised to chill the devotion of a 
patriot c people to tbe Institutions of their 
fathers. Iu 1831-9 they threatened dlMuioD, 
on the grouod that the then existing tariff op- 
erated UEjustly and oppressively upon the In- 
terests of certain States. In 1844 the cry of 
'Texas annex ii ion or disunion" was rung 
from stump to stump, aud embodied in reso- 
luiious adopted at various pubic meeting- 
held in the South. Iu 1S50 the slave: y ques- 
tion wa used to agitate the popular heart and 
deepen tLe growing feeling of hostility to the 
Utlou, awl but for the tint. )y ax>mpromiee 
measures eif thai, year a revolution would 
doubtless have Leen inaugurated. In I860 the 
election of Mr. Liutoln was seized upon by 
the same re oklcsa leaders, and, iu connection 
with the subj-clof slavery, was made the avail- 
able means by which to precipitate the coun- 
try into the pre- eut civil war. 

Tenue^wee had ever protested, in uaequivo- 
c il terms, agaiust the duuniou programme, 
aud only amid the popular frenzy consequent 
upon the actual existence of war was she 
diagged from her proud position in the Union 
and |. Uced in conjunction with the enemies 
of the Government. In suffering themselves 
Ihus to be drawn Into the fatal meshes of Dis- 
union, her people violated every patriotic 
declaration which, at different times through 
thirty years, tbey had made to the country. 
The people ol Nashville — the radius e>f popu- 
ular influence iu Tennessee— had ever been 
firm aud enthusiastic in th ir devotion to the 
Union. 

We publish b« low a series of recoltitiniis 
which were adop.ed iu that city July T.h, 
1844, when "Texas annexation or disunion" 
was the rallying cry of tbe Setcessiouisls, wbo 
had detetuained to desecrate the home of An- 
drew Jackson by holding there a Convention 
looking to the dismemberment of the coun- 
try. These re-.olutious are full of patriotism. 
Tbey were penned by that venerable Tenues- 
seean, Dr. John Shelby, for many years a citi- 
zen of Davidson touuty, aud whose name is 
linked with the earliest history of the State. 
Theae resolutions, reproduced here as they 
were unanimously adopted by an immense as« 
semblage iu Nashville, may serve at once ls 
au interesting reminiscence of hUtory, and 
recall to the minds of the people of that ciiy 
the sentiment Ihey cherished in 1S41. The 
resolutions were furnished to ns by one who 
was a member of the meeting :

calmly to arrange the terms of a dissolution 
or the Union* '—are ir flu-need by sentiments 
and opinions directly at issue witb the solemu 
obligation of the rift tans of every Slate to < ut 
uatioaal Union; seutituente and opiuious 
which, if not repressed aud condemned, may 
I ad lei tbe destruction of our trai quility aud 
u .p; ineas and to the reigu cf anarchy ana con- 
fa- ion. 

Therefore, we, the citie-ns ofD.vidsou 
cnuuty, iu the Stale of Teunesse.-, leel our- 
aaima sraiawi upou, by tkese demons traiious, 
to exp.*ess, in a clear, decided and unequivocal 
man m r, our delib^ru'e sentiments in regard 
to them, and upon the momentous qui s ion 
here involved, we arc happy to believe there 
is no division of seulimeut among the people 
of ihis Sute. 

The ci .izeus here assembled are Tennessee- 
ans, they arc Americans. They glory in being 
cit MM of this gMsM confederated Bcpublic; 
aod, wheth r trieuelly or opi>osed to the au 
Dixiii iu ofTexa*, tbey joiu with decision, 
tirmnesf, and z -a ! . in avowing their atlaeh- 
BMM to our glorious, and we trust, impregna 
ble Uuiou, aud in condemnicg every attempt 
to bring i;s preservation into issue, or its val- 
ue into calculation. 

Under these impressions and witb these feel- 
ings, regarding wills deep and solemu interest 
the circumstances under which the new issue 
il. iv be ere long sprung upou us, and aclua ed 
by a sense of the hitrh responsibility to bis 
couutty imposed on every American citizen, 
iu the language ot the immoi ial VVashington, 
"to frowu upon the first dawnlugs of every at- 
tempt to alieuate any poitiouot our country 
from tbe rest, or to e u feeble the sacred ties 
« hicb uow liuk together the various parts, 
we hereby adoitl aud make kuowu, as in ex 
pressing our deliberate sentiments, the follow-

Disunion," and singling out the city ot Nash- 
ville as a place of gathering, in order to give 
formality and solemnity to the preaentatiou of 
that issue, we feel it to be not only our sacred 
ri'jrut , but our solemn duty, to protest against 
tbe desecration of the soil of Tennessee by 
any set of men holding within its borders a 
Convention for any Such object 

IU*oived, Tuat when our lullow-cit'Cans of 
any State come hither as Americans, loyal to 
our glorious Union, they will be received and 
welcomed by us, with ail the kindness snd 
hcmpiiality wh.ch should characterize the in 
tercourse of a band of brothers, whatever may 
be our difference iu political subjects ; but 
when they avow their willingness to break up 
the Union, rather tban fail ia accnnpliak a 
favorite object, we feel bound to tell them this 
is no fit place to concert their plan6. 

Jltwlced, That we eulertain for the people 
of South Carolina, and ihe other quarters iu 
which the cry of "Texas or disuuiou" has 
been raised, feelings ot fraternal regard and 
affection. That we sincerely lament the t xbi- 
btiion by any portion of them or disloyally to 
i h Union, or a disposition to urge its disso- 
lution witn a view to annexation with Texas, 
if uol otherwise obtained, and that we hope a 
returning semse ot what is due to themselves 
and to the other States of tbe Union, to tbe 
American people, aud to tbe cause of Ann n 
caa liberty, wit! prevent them from persever 
iug^in urfiug the issue they have proposed.

CSfLate Richmond papers lumish som 
items of Southern news.

Hf*A correspondent, writing from before 
Vicksburg, says tbtt the rebel officials iu thai 
city recently sent an invitation to General 
Grant, Admiral Porter and other Union ofll 
cers to attend a graud ball to be given in 
Vicksburg.

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The Visit of Mb. Chase to New Yobk —

The success of a growing crop of t 
dependlug much upon early planting, the se- 
lection of such situations tor pliut beds ss 
will Insure a proper exposure to the sun is all 
Important. The eastern or southern slope s of 
hills, near their base, afford the best locations, 
the beds so situated being free from sobbing, 
aad the warmth of the ana greater than upon 
flit surface. Regard should also be tud to 
ihe character of the soil. It should be suffi- 
ciently close to rend- r It retentive of moisture, 
and yet contain sand enough to give it 
quickuesa ; made earths aud puffy soils are 
until, beiog both too arid aud liable to heave. 
Beds prepared in the early part of tbe reason 
r quire more burning thau those at a liter 
period. There is but little danger ot burning 
too hard, however, at any lime, at the plants 
generally succeed best upou the beds moe' 
throughly burned. Afer the bae-'a are thus 
burnt aud cooled off, Ihey are dug up with a 
common sprouting hoe to a depth sufficicut 
to afford the pluut a loose soil in which to ex 
tend it roots. Care should be Uikeu to leave 
the surtaee-soil as much em top, id tbe prepar- 
ation of the bed, as poasiblr, as the young 
plants will Uke a quicker an ! belter growth. 
AHer the bed is welt pulverised by hoeiug aud 
raking, the seed mixed witb dry ashes ar.- to 
be sowed as evenly as po.-sible over the sur- 
face, at the ratio off a common tible spoonful 
to every SO square yards (cubic measure), the 
toed lightly rated over or troi evenly with the 
feet aud well covered with brush, on which 
there should be no leaves, and protected from 
the intrusion of stock. So soon as tbe young 
plants attaiu the size of a d 'liar the brush 
may be removed — if the weather is diy the 
brush may be suffered to .cm on toadvautage, 
aad whea removed taken e»tf in ih» evening— 
wilh seasonable weither, the plants will soon 
be large enough for Irausplaaiiug. 

The land designed for the crop should be 
fertile — If not naturally so, should bj m-ide 
so by manuring. Any common in inure will 
answers valuable purpose, tob icco being a 
plaut that delights iu a rich soil Tbo land 
should bss deeply and thrcugbly plowed, 
wheuever pracic.iule, iu fall or winter. Iu 
this there is a twufjld advantage: l,t, It de- 
stroys many insects that injure or destroy 
the young pi tut; '3d, It rende is the lauei more 
friable aud more easily cultivated. A3 the 
season approaches for piautiug out the weed 
(which is here from May to July,) tbe land 
should be plowed agaiu and kept clear. It ia 
theu to be laid off wilh a plow luree and a half 
feel oue way and three feet the otaer, aud a 
small hill made in or on the caeck, as 
may be preferred, for the reception ot the 
plaut. The hill r tumid be raised a little above 
the common level of the suriace — the siao of 
the hill beiug a matter of fancy wahkhe plant- 
er, aud uot regarded us a mailer of conse- 
quence in general. So soon as the plants h-iva 
attained a sufficient siza tar transplanting, 
they may be drawn from ihe bed aud placed 
ou the hills wheuever there Is mo.starc 
euough to prevent their dyiug. This is gen- 
erally doue after a shower; out should the 
land t>e very wet, it is best to wait uatil it 
dues or settles some, as ihe plant will do bet- 
ter sel when tho land ia cot two wet. The 
plant, If it survives the transplanting, will 
sjon commence growing, aud req iirca ao B4- 
teution uutiUbe weiftls aud (las* be^ln to 
make their appearance, and must be subdued 
by the plow and hoe. Should the earth b. - 
come hard about tbe plan'., the bill should be 
lightly scraped with a hoc. This will greatly 
pr. mote tM growth of the plaut. When the 
plant hi comes large enough, the bottom e>r 
plaut leaves may be broken off. This ia called 
pruuii-g, aud the land may Ibeu b« deeply and 
thoroughly plowed, taking care not le> injure 
the roots of the plaut, and Ihe pliant hilled up 
by lollowing with hoesk and throwing the 
loose soil around It. Ia Hnd that has been 
Kept clean, this m iy be the last plowing ; the 
weeds and bushes may be kept down with tho 
hoe, should auy appear. 

Wheu the plant is large enough to top, tbe 
leaves nearest the ground are to be broken off 
aud the bud tskeu out, leuving on the stdk 
the number designed for tbe plant. Tue num- 
ber ot leaves, as was remarked about the sizi 
of the hill, U much a matter of fnncy; yet li 
has more to do in forming the future charac- 
ter of the tobacco than most pi inters set in ap- 
prised of. Experience his tuliy demonstrated 
tbat ten leaves are iiufflcient for a plaut, and 
Ibis is almost a tiniv -r- il practice among our 
best planters. The first plants, if the crop has 
t-rowu off uuevenly, may be placed u> iwdve 
leave*; tbe next topping m -y be ten, and at 
the season advances, the number ui-ty be less 
ened, as theappearence of the crops and sea- 
son Indicate. This will insure more uniformi- 
ty in maturing ot the crop, saves much tabor, 
aud adds to the value of tue crop, inakiog it 
more uniform in quility. At this stage of the 
crop the care and attention of the planter is 
almost constantly required to keep e.tf the 
worms and other insects which prey nt.ou it, 
and ia breaking off ihe suckers which soon 
appear upon tbe sialk at every leal. Ample 
employment m..y be afforded to every loier 
about the premises. 

As the plant approaches maturity, it becrta* 
to tbickeu, and assumes a stiff, slick, aad 
otley appearanc *, which the most uaprae- 
liced eye will readily detec. Should toe- 
weather be favorable (viz: dry ), the first ripe 
plants mav be permitted to remain standing 
nntil a sufficient quantity is matured sasathAO 
the planter in malting a regular emtio-/, if, 
however, the weather be unpropitiois, it is 
beet to cut al fast as it matures, m it is. sub- 
ject to Injury under such circumstances 
if suffered to remain too long. Tne 
harvesting of tbe crop is au important pe- 
riod in its cultivation, and neglect upon the 
part of the planter will bring loss in its fu'ure 
value. Iu cutting the plant, a Sharp knife is 
to be used, and the stalk t > be spll'" about half 
lis length, taking care not to break the leaves 
or otherwise injuring them, and the plaut to 
be set with the butt or the stalk up, exposed 
to the sun. So soon as the plant is wilted 
enough to handle without breaking, ihey 
should be taken up and laid in a heap of at veu 
to nine in a place, being governed by their 
size, and bung as soon as possible to prevent 
beimr scorched by the sun. The after part ot 
the day is best for cutting;' there is less d inner 
of getting the plaut sunburnt. The sticks 
upon which tba plants are hung are sniill 
pieces of timber tour feet loug, aud of suill 
cient size to support the plauts. Thes-j are 
taken to the barn on a cart or wagon alter re- 
ceiving the plants, or may be placed upon 
scaffolds iu the field, at the option of th - 
plauter if the weather is fair, it is best t> 
buu it, as it aids the caring, and adds to the 
strength and elasticity of the leaf ufter it is 
cured. Care sh< uld be taken uot to p. ace the 
slicks too cloae, if the weather be damp and 
warm, as there is danger ot lujuriug the plaut. 
After remaining on tbe scaff dd a few days it 
becomes yellow or assumes the color of a leaf 
in autumn; It must then bo carried to the b tru 
or curing house, and placed away, keepiug 
the sticks far enough apart to sicure a Ir- . 
circulation of air through them. It the weath- 
er Is wet. it is best to take the plants to the 
bouse at once, and let the ye Uow ng ptoc s< tak- 
place in the house, rather tban risk the changes 



permit the leaf to get very sof during the car- 
ing procaas and to make a really «aacy arti- 
cle the tobacco must be thoroughly yell>wed 
before, ir.d cared entirely by fire, 'this par 
iu-u:ar d. , ru s»«S*ls*, not more de- 
slrablfl or valaao.'e to the eooaumer as the 
esse ntiol properties of the plant are freqnent- 
ly destroyed by the action of tbe fire. Xa » 
geBeral thing. It hi better to cure the weed by 
a natural process of air and tbe action of ' he 
atmosphere; and where the planter is provided 
witb a sufficient quau'lty of room to hoa%e 
ihe crop without crowding too close, the ob- 
ject caa bs attained without the aid of macb 
hre, and tbe wood aad dio* «r of burniag the 
crop saved, ard In tome markets taoreeea the 
Vslne of tbe crop. 

Having now arrived at the time when It la 
sup|>oje.l the planter has secured and cured 
'he crop, we proceed to give some direction* 
in its future m.inagemont and p:vpira(ion tor 
market— r^maik'Tig tbvt many, after all their 
pr? vious care and labor, hue its prr>fi« to a 
good extent by either a »»r.t of knowledge as 
to its ni inigetncnt, or a carelessness waich ia 
inexeu »able upon their oart. 

After the tobacco but bnea thoroughly 
cured iu stem and sulk. It is then ready to 
commence stripping or taking the leaves frosa 
the stalk. Iu this process the plant first 
passes through the hands of the moat expe- 
rienced laborer oa the farm, who takes off the 
bad or injured leaves aad lies them neatly ia 
bundles of eight e r ten. The plants that are 
thus called are giveu to others wbo strip off 
the remaining leaver, and tie them in basds 
of six or eight leaves, wrapping tiahilv and 
neatly with the tip of the leaf used as a tie, so 
.n to form a head of one and a half to two 
inches In length. Care should be had to maka 
the buudles as unitorru in siza and color as 
po#8ible, as it adds to the hem y of sample by 
a hi h il 1* to be sold. When the day's work 
Is doue, let the tobacco, neatly pressed through 
tbe hands, b ■ put in a winrow, as it ia termed, 
viz: laid straight in a bulk or pile of eufnciem' 
leutrtb to bold the day or two day 'a work, and 
onJy the width of oae bundle and one half, 
reversing each course so as to have the 
he-ad* of th» bundles out. Here it may 
remain until stripping season is over 
or th-J crop stripped. The first good dry- 
ing spell of weather a'ter the stripping, 
net the smooth' st and smallest sticks upon 
which the tobacco was hunc and hang up tbe 
tob iceo to dry, t* ireful! y shaking It out when 
hune *o as to see-arc a uniform drying. Wbeo 
tbe weather aifiiu becomes moist enongh to 
brio- the tobacco in case, take it down and 
carefully hulk il away as before directed, only 
taking more cure to straighten the bundles and 
maku the bulk much wider; this is done by 
lupplngthe buudles over each coarse, similar 
to shingling a roof, tbe bulher having his knees 
upou the bulk, ear-fully laying down the to- 
bacco aa it is straightened aud hauded him. 
Wheu the bulk is uilshed, weigh it down 
heavily with logs orsom^ heavy weight. Care 
must be taken that tbe tobacco does not imbibe 
too much moisture, or get too high in case be- 
fore it is bulked, aa it will injure. So soon aa 
tbe tobacco becomes soft enough to handle 
without breaking, P. may be put in balk, and 
should the stems break a little under the pres- 
sure of the bulker's knee, no material damige 
will be dose, provided the le if dues not crum- 
ble.

Ia packing in lae u-ogs .e ids c ire should be 
taken to have every bun*'le airaight, aad ev- 
ery leaf to its bundle. Prom a well-packed 
hogshead, any bundle may be drawn without 
injury or Interruption to tbe others. Tbe 
usual way of pacaing is to commence across 
the middle of the hogshead, piu i-jg the heads 
•of the first coarse of bundles about eight or 
ten inches from the outer edge aud running 
the course evenly across ; tue packer then 
places the bandies of the next coarse ia ihe 
same dir-ctioo, t ie heads agaiust tbe aide or 
edge or the hogshe ad, aad follow the circum- 
f reuce until the heads of the two courses 
come In contact ; after tbat course I* com 
pleted, he finishes the other side by placing 
the heads against the cask aa before, so aa to 
have three courses across the cask, the bun- 
dles all laid in the same direction, and the 
next layer is reversed, carefully 
bundle as it is thrown or banded 
filled it Is subjec.ed to the press or i 
forced dowu. 

Our hogsheads are from forty-loar to forty- 
eight inches across ihe heid, and Dty eight 
inches in length, and from 1 800 to 2.000 
pouuds can b • easily prized ia them. If tbe 
toaeieco is Urge, rich, and e>ily, the harder it 
is pressed tbe better, and the belter price 1'. 
commands. These remarks are particularly 
applicable to those heavy descriptions of to- 
bscco known lu Virginia as heavy shipping 
leal, aad iu the West as Ciarksviile tobacco, 
where the soil and climate are peculiarly 
adapleii to the produc'iou of this description 
of tolmcco. iu climates not so well adapted 
aud soil of a diff-rent character, tbe same 
variety of the w. e l will assnme a diff-rent 
clarocte r, b-dng of a imr or coarser tax. are, 
as tbe cise may be, light and bulky, and des- 
titute of oil anil sub-it mce. Tonaco of this 
descr pMon should be managed as before di- 
rected, but prized lightly in the casks so as to 
admit of a free and open leaf, suah beicg 
mostly required for cigar leaf. 

The writer has been a close observer of to- 
bacco salts for seveial years, and has seen a 
difference of two to five dollars per cwt. pro- 
duced iu crops grown oa a-iljoiuing farms, cul- 
tivated iu the naae maBner, and sold on the 
same day. Tbe buyer must t-ake tbe tobacco 
is it coiues from the ploulei 'a hauds; he can 
use only a certalo pirt of it per day. That in 
safe condition he can keep faff future use, aad 
is always willimr to pay for it full market 
ratet; tnat out of condition b* mn*l kteu un- 
til be can use it; and, if be considers his in- 
terest, buys at wbat It will be worth to biin 
when he shall be ready to work it up, thereby 
throwing on the plauter the injury and loss in 
the tobacco from the time of purchase to that 
of manulacturlcg. This Ions is considerable. 
The planter has to bear It: it is right tbat he 
should. He has no cause to complain ot the 
mauulacturer; If be, feels like doing so, let 
him ansae her.- in September or October, aad 
walk Into ouc of our large facories, and take 
a le*ok at a hogshead then being pullad up. 
bearing his own nam- ou Its he-ad, which ha 
sold In the spring. We presume he would 
then feel rather more wympathy than blame 
for tbe manufacturer, and congratulate him- 
self that he and that tobacco p tried long ago. 
But planters can remedy this evil. It is use- 
less for them to talk about bad seasons for 
striking, bid win s, cold winds, too ranch or 
too little niu, &c. This will not exonerate 
them from the duty they owe themselves. 
The«e bad seasons are not universal. They do 
not affect every planter; when they do, we 
shall belie/e them. There ar* planters who 
always manage their crops properly, in de- 
fiance of too much season, too Utile season, 
or any season at all. They are men of repu- 
tation as planters, and will do all they can to 
susuain it. Etauiine their crops year after 
year, aad they will Invariably be found iu good 
coudition, and will always bring the h gb.es;
